The  health  of  the  district,  generally  speaking,  remained 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  no  case  of  serious  infectious 
disease  was  notified. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  at  mid  1962,  showed  an  increase  of  AO  on  the  1961  figure. 

Births  registered  were  eighteen  more  and  deaths  twelve  fewer  than 
in  1961.  The  live  births  registered  exceeded  deaths  by  twelve. 

The  vital  statistics  compare  very  favourably  with  those  for  the 
country  as  a  whole. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  at  last  progress  has  been 
made  for  the  provision  of  adequate  and  efficient  treatment  of  the 
Borough's  sewage. 

I  v/ish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration  during  the  year,  and  the  other  Officials  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  co-operation,  especially  your  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr.  Tanner,  for  his  assistance  in  preparing  this  report.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  'later  Board  which  came  into  being  on 
the  1st.  April,  1  960,  control  the  public  piped  water  supply  in  the 
Borough.  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  and  has  been 
maintained  at  a  highly  satisfactory  standard  of  purity  throughout 

the  year. 

Particulars  supplied  hy  the  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Rater  Board 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Manager  for  the  following 
information  which  is  taken  from  that  supplied  for  the  Board's  southern 
district  which  comprises  the  Borough  of  Wareham,  the  Urban  District  of 
Swanage  and  the  Rural  District  of  Wareham  and  Purbeck.  The  water 
supplied  by  the  Board  in  the  district  derives  from  wells  or  boreholes 
at  Worgret,  Bri  ant  spuddle,  Bloxworth,  Corfe  Castle,  Ulwell  and  Church 
Knowle.  The  water  for  the  Borough  of  Wareham  is  supplied  from  the 
Worgret  source.

During  the  year  the  Board  abstracted  91,230,000  gallons  of  water  from 
the  Worgret  source;  4,890,000  gallons  more  than  in  1  S6l  .  The  water  was 
maintained  at  a  high  level  of  purity  and  was  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands. 

Twenty  samples  were  taken  from  consumers '  taps  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Service 
Laboratory  and  the  following  results  were  reported: -

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SEWERAGE  AMD  DRAINAGE 


During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  combine  with  the  adjoining 
Rural  District  Council  in  the  provision  of  a  joint  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Sandford  Road  which  would  result  in  the  abolition  of  the  Council's 
existing  works  at  Sandford  Lane.  The  existing  site  is  grossly  over¬ 
loaded  but  new  houses  are  continually  being  added  to  it.  Occasionally 
complaints  are  received  of  smell  from  the  works  from  residents  on  the 
Sandford  Road,  especially  when  the  wind  is  blowing  from  the  south-east. 
Residents  here,  will,  I  am  sure  be  pleased  when  the  new  works  are  in 
operation. 


The  sewerage  system  in  addition  to  serving  the  Borough  receives 
sewage  from  some  59  houses  in  the  Bestwall  area  and  12  Forestry  Houses 
at  Carey,  both  situated  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District.  There  were 
no  reports  of  flooding  at  the  Old  Granary.

The  sewerage  system  consists  of  three  pumping  stations  situated 
at  South  Bestwall,  North  Bridge  and  Northport,  and  a  disposal  works  is 
situated  on  eight  acres  of  land  at  Sandford  Lane.  The  length  of  rising 
main  is  4,100  yards.  The  Carey  Estate  development  discharge  is  pumped 
into  the  sewer  in  Carey  Road  which  gravitates  to  the  Northport  Station. 
The  new  Sandford  Road  Housing  Estate  discharges  to  a  Pulsometer  Solids 
Diverter  type  purp,  similar  to  Carey  Estate  and  is  pumped  into  Sandford 
Road,  which  also  gravitates  to  the  Northport  Station. 

The  Disposal  Works  consist  of: - 

1  Balancing  Tank  -  capacity  7,8lA  gallons 

2  Dortmund  Tanks  -  capacity  39,060  gallons 

8  Sludge  Beds  -  area  8,100  sq.ft. 

An  area  of  approximately  5.6  acres  of  land  is  used  for  the  treatment 
of  the  effluent  from  the  Dortmund  Tanks.  Whereas  the  effluent  used  to 

discharge  at  random  on  to  the  land  the  area  is  now  laid  out  in  a  regular 
pattern  in  a  series  of  "Lagoons" ,  and  the  effluent  can  be  controlled  to 
some  extent.  The  works,  however,  are  grossly  overloaded  and  the  ground 
is  now  "sewage  sick",  furthermore  the  dry  weather  flow  from  the  three 
pumping  stations  is  now  a  substantial  one  and  there  is  not  proper 
settlement  of  the  sewage  in  the  settlement  tanks.  Consequently  the 
effluent  passing  through  the  perimeter  of  the  works  is  now  substantial 
and  during  very  wet  weather  is  more  so,  owing  to  the  ingress  of  surface 
water  into  the  foul  sewers.

Caravan  and  Camping  Sites 

The  one  caravan  site  in  the  Borough  is  situated  on  the  North  Causeway 
and  the  Lessee  is  permitted  to  station  up  to  44  caravans  including  20 
residential.  The  site  is  licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  i960.  All  services  are  provided  and  the  sanitary  block 
is  drained  to  a  septic  tank  and  filter.  Visits  are  made  to  this  site 
which  is  maintained  in  an  excellent  condition. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council  own  one  "Karrier"  Bantom  Vehicle  and  one  Gibson  Pendulum 
Compression  Vehicle.  House  and  Trade  refuse  collections  are  made  weekly. 
Collections  are  normally  carried  out  in  two  days.  A  small  amount  of 
salvage  is  collected  whenever  possible. 


Street  Cleansing 

The  main  streets  are  cleansed  and  swept  daily  and  the  minor  streets 
on  an  average  once  per  week;  outlying  minor  streets  are  cleansed  as  often 
as  possible.  Litter  is  still  deposited  in  the  streets  and  the  Litter  Act, 
1958,  does  not  appear  to  have  had  the  effect  that  it  was  hoped  it  would  have. 


Public  Lavatories 

There  are  two  conveniences  in  the  Borough  situated  at  Howards  Lane  (women 
&  men)  and  St.  John's  Hill  (men  only).  These  are  cleansed  daily  and  well 
maintained.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  "Tyrolean”  finish  to  the  walls 
in  the  mens'  has  solved  the  problem  of  wal 1 -markings .  Hooliganism  does  occur 
but  now  very  rarely. 


There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  at  the  County  Modern  School  for 
the  ■use  of  the  pupils.  Bathing  takes  place  in  the  River  Prome  near  the  Quay 
during  summer  months.  There  is  no  public  swimiring  bath  in  the  Borough.

Visits  were  carried  out  to  most  of  the  various  food  premises  but  in 
no  cases  were  formal  actions  necessary.

During  the  year  it  was  agreed  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  to 
take  samples  of  various  food,  chiefly  meat,  with  a  view  to  obtaining 
evidence  of  salmonella  infection  and  its  prevalence  in  meat.

During  the  year  roads  and  sewers  were  constructed  on  the  Council's 
new  Sandford  Road  Housing  Estate  and  a  start  was  also  made  in  the  erection 
of  four  3  ~  bedroom  houses  and  eight  2  -  bedroom  houses.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


There  were  few  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Borough  during 
1962,  and  it  is  many  years  since  a  serious  case  of  infectious  disease, 
apart  from  tuberculosis,  was  notified.  The  last  case  of  poliomyelitis 
occurred  in  1953,  when  two  paralytic  cases  were  notified,  and  the  last 
case  of  diphtheria  wa s  notified  in  1952,  in  an  adult.  The  last  case  of 
diphtheria  in  a  child  wa s  in  1945,  which  proved  fatal. 

An  outbreak  of  mild  influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  end  of  1  961 
and  the  beginning  of  1962.  At  the  end  of  the  first  week  in  January, 
notification  was  received  from  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of 
Pensions  and  National  Insurance  that  the  national  insurance  certificates 
had  increased  by  JtOCf/c  and  that  this  was  mainly  due  to  influenza. 

Apart  from  two  deaths  from  pneumonia  there  were  no  deaths  from 
notifiable  infectious  disease. 


Immunisation 

Schemes  for  immunisation  are  administered  in  the  area  by  the  Co^inty 
Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  is  carried  out  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre,  Dollins  Lane,  on  the  second  and  fourth  Thursday  every 
month  from  2  to  4  p.m. 

Immunisation  is  also  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  in 
the  area  including  immunisation  against  smallpox. 

Immunisation  with  B.C.G.  of  the  older  age  group  children  is  carried 
out  at  schools  in  the  area  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority . 


Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  includes  all  ages 
up  to  40  years,  and  certain  priority  groups  who  are  likely  to  be  exposed 
to  special  risk  of  infection. 

During  the  year  immunisation  with  the  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
Trivalent  Sabin  Type  was  introduced.
